Berea, Ohio . . . November 3, 1964... Three teen-aged 
girls found little Interest in the elections that night. Like most 
Americans, Mr. and Mrs. Leligdon were glued to their T.V. sets. 


The double feature sighting of the same or similar object 
took place about 45 minutes apart, and wasby far more exciting 
to the girls. 

At approximately 6:45 P.M., Nancy Beleny, 13, was walking 
west toward the home of the Louis Leligdons. As she neared her 
destination, ahe was startled by an extremely bright light which 
was descending slowly down toward the tal] maple tree in Lelig- 
don's back yard. The huge light seemed yeilowish-white, and 
generally oval in shape. She watched just 5 seconds before ex- 
citedly rushing up onto Leligdon'a front porch, pounded on the 
door, and excitedly and incomprehensively tried to tell them 
about the phenomenon. 

By the time anyone got around to verifying the sighting, the 
light was no longer visible. Nancy in describing its intensity, 
sald that she had to squint to look at it. It lit up the whole area 
&round the garage and pool. 

The girls periodically looked out the back window to see if 
the light was there. After about 45 minutes, one of the girls 
screamed that the light had returned. All three girls were there 
in a flash. This time the huge light was just above the level of 
the garage, and stationary. Itthenslowly startedto rise vertically. 
One or two of the girls ran to the elder Leligdons to get them 
to come look. 

Joan saw it last when it was about ten feet from the top of 
the tree, but even she didn't see it disappear. In the excitement 
she momentarily turned away from the object, when she looked 
again, it was gone. Nancy, who had seen the previous one, 
said 1t looked just like the one she had seen coming down, 
possibly larger. All agreed it had a generally oval shape, but 
that the shape was not necessarily symmetrical. Nancy said it 
was yellowish-white within the "shape", but gave off intense white 
light around its "edges". The Leligdon girls said it was com- 
pletely white and hard to look at, with fuzzy edges. | 

It encompassed a width comparable to the tree itself which

the observers. The sky above was Uluminated, too, as well as. 
the fence, pool behind it, and neighboring trees, etc. No shards 
of light were seen lighting up the area of the Leligdon house. 
The light was silhouetted by the tree, and according to the girls 
the light was between thetreeandthepool, a short distance north. 
After a while the girls went outdoors, and cautiosly went to the 
place where the light was seen. 

The next morning, the girls decided to look around where 
the phenomenon had been observed. hey found a place in the 
grasa two feet in diameter where the grass was charred. The 
spot was verified by Mr. and Mrs. Leiigdon. One of the girls) 
sald, "How could such a large object cause such a small place 
to be charred?” 

me samples were saved and no check for radioactivity was 
made. 

Accompanying the second sighting was an unusual sound that 
persisted with some short breaks until 10:00 P.M. They saw

Remarks relating to the sound follow: There was agreement 
that it was a monotonous, single pitch sound, with slight variation 
up or down due to a wavelike quality.

I admit that subsequent sightings claimed by these girls seem 
to distort the validity of this, their first such experience. But 
it is my experience that when any young person has a sighting 
of such startling phenomena, they are enthusiastically and com- 
pletely on the lookout? They scan the skies constantly, and 
many times misinterpret conventional aircraf and familiar nat- 
ural phenomena. 

These girls, especially Nancy, related that they are being 
“ridden hard" by many fellow students and some teachers. But 
these girls are not backing down for anybody, and their indigna- 
tion is real. | 

Both the CUP, in the person of ΑΙ Manak, and Lawrence 
Blazey of the Cleveland UFO Society interviewed the girls.

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Farmer Observes Sphere 


At 8 p. m. on 9 November 1964 Trevor 
Foss of Kailoa Station, Gisborne, New 
Zealand, responded to his son John's call, 
to watch a light in the northern sky.| | 
When Foss looked, he saw a ball of light, 
brighter than any star traveling south 
toward him. 

The Foss homestead is in the hills 1,000 
feet above sea level. Using his night 
binoculars Foss, his son and another were | 
able to view the object.

Foss, in a letter to Harold Fulton who 
was inquiring on behalf of APRO, said.

and as they passed overhead, they broke | 
the chain and grouped into formation of

FLYING SAUCERS OVER ARCENTINAs On the night of November 14th, 8 
mysterious object was observed by astronomers at the San Miquel Observatory, | 
near Busnos Aires, Argentina. The redecolored UFC crossed the sky at about 43 | 
times-tho speed of a man-made earth satellite, according to a Spokesman for | 
the Observatory. A half hour later, the same object crossed the sky again, go- 
ing in the opposite direction. It did not resemble any known type of satellite 
either in speed or orbital helght. 

A few nights earlier, two men in a truck traveling along a highway 
near Parana in the northern province of Entre Ríos, reported to police that a 
fast-moving bríghtly-lit object swooped down on their truck several times. 

These incidents are just two in a continuing Argentine flap, con- 
sisting of frequent near-landings, occasional landings, and scattered reports 
of little men. Unfortunately, our clipping services do not send us more than a 
small percentage of these reoorts.
